They forcefully insisted that 
Egypt was not reneging on Its com- 
mitment to resume the autonomy 
negotiations in the middle of Oc- 
tober, as agreed during Linowltz's 
recent visit to Cairo. 

“That's what Is important," one 
U.S. official said. “Two weeks are 
not going to make a very big 
difference. The Egyptians remain 
absolutely ' ready to resume the 
negotiations. There’s been no 
backtracking. 1 ’

* Iraqi forces Invaded Iran at 
four points yesterday, captured 
a major border town and laid 
siege to the strategic refinery 
city of Abadan and the port of 
Khorramshahr as the conflict 
between the two countries ex- 
ploded into all-out war, accor- 
ding to reports from both sides 
of the bonier. 

The Abadan refinery is the 
heart of the Iranian oil Industry 
and is one of the world’s 
largest, capable of producing 
more than 500,000 barrels of 
refined products a day. The 
Iraqi claim that it was 
destroyed in air raids could not 
be independently verified, but 
witnesses reported fires were 
raging out of control (See Page 
4). 

Waves of Iranian warplanes 
bombed Baghdad and other Iraqi 
cities, reportedly killing dozens of 
people, including four Americans 
and four Britons. Iraq claimed 
about SO Iranian aircraft had been 
shot down. 

A second air attack was reported 
in Baghdad at nightfall, and a 
witness said bombs were “falling 
all over the place,’’ Including the 
Iraqi capital's International airport 
which was closed to commercial 
traffic on Monday.

The Iraqi news agency said Qasr 
e-Shlrin, a major border town, and 
the nearby town of Sumar, another 
Iraqi target, had been captured. 
They are about 560 km. southwest of

southern port of Khorramshahr and 
nearby Abadan — had been

The air raids on each other’s vital 
oil centres heightened concern that 
tbe war would seriously disrupt the 
supplies of oU to the industrialized 
western nations.

An Iraqi military communique 
broadcast by Baghdad Radio said 
last night that Iranian planes struck 
three times at the Al Rashid 
military airfield and camp near 
Baghdad. 

The Iraqi command said that a 
total of 67 Iranian jdta and bombers 
had been brought down thus far in 
dogfights and by ground-to-air mis- 
siles, the radio said. 

Total Iraqi casualties, according 
to Baghdad radio, numbered 47 kill- 
ed and 116 wounded. There were no 
casualty figures from Teheran. 

Iraq claimed its forces were “vic- 
torious" while Iran claimed it had 
repulsed the Iraqi Invasion and 
launched counterstrikes. 

There were callups of reserve 
forces In both Iraq and Iran. 

Iranian radio in Ahvaz, monitored 
in London, announced an im- 
mediate mobilization of all men 
“trained by the Iranian Army or 
Revolutionary Guards.”

TEL AVIV. — The struggle for con- 
trol of the Labour Party was finally 
declared publicly yesterday. 
Yitzhak Rabin, at a caucus in 
Shefaylm. openly took up the 
challenge for the party leadership 
against chairman Shimon Peres. 

Peres’ supporters, meanwhile, 
met at party headquarters. While 
attempting not to sharpen internal 
divisions, they considered how best 
to tighten their hold on the party 
machine and so repel the Rabin 
caucus offensive. 

Knesset Education Committee 
chairman Ora Namir was in the 
minority at the Rabin caucus as she 
urged her comrades to remember 
that the main fight was against the 
Likud and not Peres. She also warn- 
ed that an internal battle might 
mortally weaken the party and urg- 
ed seeking an accommodation with 
the Peres camp, rather than 
fighting it out to the finish. 

She did receive backing, 
however, for her charges that 
Peres supporters are trying to 


smother minority opinion in tbe 
party. Only Feres supporters were 
elected by the Tel Aviv branch to 
the party internal elections com- 
mission, she noted. 

The tone of tbe Rabin caucus was 
set by Yitzhak Ben- Aharon, in an 
Impassioned attack on Peres and 
the prevailing party climate. Ben- 
Aharon, Danny Rosolio and 
Ya’acov Tsur reflected the domi- 
nant Ahdut Ha’&voda and Kibbutz 
H&meuhad element in the Rabin 
camp. Other well-known Rabin sup- 
porters present Included Heraltya 
Mayor Yosef Nevo, Salad Mayor 
Aharon Nahmlas, a sizeable Haifa 
contingent, including branch 
secretary Url A garni, Yosef Almogl 
and Prof. Shevah Weiss and Kfar 
Tavor council chairman Micha 
Goldman. 

Goldman is a driving force 
behind the newly-formed “Citizens 
for Rabin" organisation, which Is 
aimed at former Palm ah followers 
of the late yigal All on. 

After the caucus, Rabin Issued a 
statement Insisting that his group 
wished "to struggle within the par- 1 
ty so as to change its ways." | 


Jerusalem Port Stag 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday took exception to Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter’s statement 
that the U.S. "is not involved" in 
the war between Iran and Iraq. 

In an interview with John P. 
Wallach. foreign affairs editor of 
the Hearst newspaper chain. Begin 
said that "today you are not in- 
volved. But tomorrow you may be. 
Everybody may be because when a 
war starts you can never tell how It 
continues and how it ends. If the 
Soviet Union becomes involved, the 
U.S. cannot stand on the sidelines 
and do nothing." 

Begin also emphasized that the 
war helps underscore the potential 
Importance of U.S. military 
"facilities" In Israel. 

Referring indirectly to the Pen- 
tagon's creation of a rapid deploy- 
ment force, Begin asserted that the 
U.S. “should have a presence In the 
Middle East" and not have to de- 
pend on sending forces by sea or air 
from far away, even from Europe. 
“Things may be decided here in 11 
hours or less," Begin said. 

Speaking at Ben Shemen yester- 
day at the close of a three-day jam- 
boree of kibbutz ulpanim, Begin 
also said: “War is a horrible thing, 
a starting point for something that 
could be disastrous for the two 
warring nations and for the whole 
world." 

The prime minister said both he 
and Chief of Stag Rafael Eitan are 
keeping a close watch on the situa- 
tion. 

"On television the other night, the 
chief of staff said he sleeps with one 
eye open," Begin said. “Last night, 


both of us slept with both our eyes 
open." 

Begin told the ulpan students he 
held talks yesterday with a leading 
foreign diplomat on the im- 
plications of a possible transfer of 
Russian-supplied armaments from 
Libya to Syria, following the 
"merger" of the two countries. “If 
this should happen, we would con- 
sider It to be of grave concern,” 
Begin said.

A UN 
spokesman subsequently said that 
consultations among council 
members were to begin later in the 
day. 

The spokesman added that 
Waldheim's proposal should not be 
Interpreted as an Invocation of Arti- 
cle 99 of the UN Charter, which em- 
powers him to activate the council 
in case of a threat to or breach of 
the peace.'

HAIFA. — A SO ,000-ton Greek 
freighter continued to burn last 
night, hours after being towed out of 
the harbour here, with the captain 
and three other crew members 
refusing to abandon ship. 

Fire fighters had spent three 
fruitless hours yesterday trying to 
put out the fire on the Pontus 
Mariner. Finally, fearing the ship 
would either explode or sink, she' 
was ordered towed out of the har- 
bour 

Only the captain, chief engineer, 
bosun and cook remained on board 


t&e Pontus Mariner, bedded down in 
the bow, while the fire continued 
burning in her stern. They refused 
to abandon the ship when the other 
30 men ottbe crew of Greek officers 
and mainly South American sailors 
were evacuated before she was tow- 
ed out of the port on the orders of the 
harbour master, who feared she 
might sink or explode. 

A coastal police launch stayed 
near the fiery ship to rerfeue the four 
men who remained on board, In 
case the fire reached tbe fuel tanks, 
which are under the crew's quarters 
in the stern. The ship, which arrived 
a week ago, still carried about half 


of Its non-flammable cargo of raw 
material used for making cement. 

The fire, of unknown origin, broke 
out yesterday at 2:30 p.m. in the 
crew's quarters,. . After the crew 
failed to extinguish the fire, three 
port tugs used water cannons to 
pump water Into the ship, while 
Haifa firemen on eight engines 
sprayed her from the land. 

A vessel moored next to the Pon- 
tus Mariner was moved away as 
white smoke, visible from all over 
Haifa, towered from the stricken 
ship.

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Abuhatzeira kin in Lod held 
on bribery, fraud suspicions 
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TEL AVIV (Itlm). — Lod Deputy 
Mayor Yosef Knafo was ordered 
held for 15 days yesterday In 
Magistrates Court here on various 
suspicions of fraud and vote- 
buying. These Include an allegation 
that he handed out cheques In a syn- 
agogue two days before the 1978 
local elections, asking the 
recipients "not to forget him.** 

The suspect, who was the 
- National Religious Party's can- 
didate for mayor at the time, la a 
brother-in-law of Religious Affairs 
Minister Aharon Abuhatzeira.. but 
investigators said his alleged 
crimes were unrelated to other 
suspicions surrounding the 
minister and his top aides now be- 
ing investigated. 
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Nevertheless, police said, senior 
officials from the Religious Affairs 
Ministry were present during the 
alleged cheque-passing incident 
Knafo Is also suspected of conspir- 
ing with ministry officials to 
channel funds to Lod synagogues 
before the same election. The che- 
ques for these payments came from 
the ministry, police admitted under 
cross-examination. 


Knafo's attorney argued that it 
would not be fair to arrest him only 
for alleged election bribery which 
took place two years ago, and 
pointed out that MK Samuel Flatto 
Sharon, charged with similar 
offences, has not been Jailed.

A decision by Minister of the 
Interior Yosef Burg to disperse 
Kiryat Shmona city council and his 
appointment of a committee to 
manage Its affairs was confirmed 
yesterday afternoon by the High 
Court of Justice In Jerusalem. 

Nine city council members had 
petitioned the court- to abrogate 
Burg's decision, which was taken 
following the report of a ministerial 
investigating committee. The com- 
mittee concluded that both Kiryat 
Shxnona’a mayor and its city council 
were incapable of running the 
Upper Galilee town. The court bas- 
ed its ruling in part on facts es- 
tablished by the committee. 


Acting Mayor Shmuel Ghana, 
leader of the nine city council 
members who had opposed the for- 


mation of an appointed committee, 
said the interior minister not 
acted in the town’s interests. 

This morning, Yisrael Koenig, the 
ministry's northern district 
representative, is to convene the 
five members of the appointed com- 
mittee and to issue their instruc- 
tions. 

Last night efforts were being 
made to locate Reuven Robert, who 
has been named head of the ap- 
pointed committee and is now on 
army reserve duty. Robert was 
formerly mayor of Ma'alot. 

All ii members of the Kiryat 
Shmona city council yesterday 
received telegrams from the 
Interior Ministry In Jerusalem 
notifying them that their ap- 
pointments would cease as soon as 
the appointed committee arrives in 
town. 


Meanwhile, the World Zionist 
Organization (WZO) has begun 
planning the establishment of 1 
Michmash, described by Prime 
Minister Men ahem Begin as one of 
the last settlements to be built in the 
West Bank, four kilometres south of 
Rimonira. 


WZO has also started assembling 
the structures for an Industrial zone 
near Ellon Morefa, northeast of 
Nablus. Three plants are -expected 


to be moved there In a few months, 
Benny Katzover, the settlement's 
secretary said. 

A number of families affiliated 
with Halhud Hahaklai moved into 
Rim on on Sunday, and more are ex- 
pected in a week or two, when their 
one-storey prefabricated homes are 
ready, Yitzhak Ofer, head of the 
Jerusalem district of WZO said. 

M&tityahu Drobless, rjfcuri co- 
chairman of WZO's Settlement 
Department, will ask the Treasury 
to allocate the necessary funds .to 
develop local industries in other 
West Bank settlements, he said dur- 
ing a tour yesterday for WZO ex- 
ecutives In Ofra, Beit El, Kedumlm 
and Ellon March. 

He told WZO chairman- Arye 
Dulzin that only 20 per cent of the 
settlers In the Mil country are local- 
ly employed and he wanted the 
government's budget for 1981/82 to 
provide money to build Industries

Energy Minister Yitzhak- Modal 
said -he • "understood" that the 
American-negotiaton had -clearly 
defined limits to their negotiating 
flexibility but that he was hopeful of 
concluding an agreement during fixe 
present round of talks. 

Speaking for the American 
negotiators, who include Assistant 
Secretary of Energy Leslie Gold- 
man.

He added 
that the spot market prices Israel 
would have to pay in the future "are 
one subject of discussion" at the 
talks.

RAMAT GAN (Itlm). — A man was 
severely wounded yesterday after- 
noon when a bomb exploded at a bus 
stop in the Ramat Amidar 
neighbourhood here. 

Shalom Anak, 65, a cle aning m a n, 
had removed a plastic bag con- 
taining a paint can frotd a 
wate basket behind the drivers' rest 
room at the stop, the last one on the 
Dan line. He took the can out of the 
bag, and then decided it held a 
bomb. 

Anak warned the off-duty drivers, 
who told passers-by to flee and then 
called the police. 

Suddenly the bomb went off, but 
Anak apparently had not moved far 
enough away. He was rushed to 
Sheba Hospital. 

Police, civil defence personnel, 
and civil guards who cordoned off 
the site later arrested two Arabs for 
interrogation.

Several dozen — and perhaps as 
many as several hundred — high 
school graduates are likely to ttiIb^ 
a semester or even a year of univer- 
sity because of technical problems 
in the Education Ministry's handl- 
ing of bagrut grades from the 
summers of 1979 and 1880, It was 
learned yesterday. 

Earlier this month the Technlon 
and Tel Aviv University rejected an 
appeal by ministry director- 
general Ellezer Shmuell to substan- 
tially extend their September l 
deadline for receiving the marks. 


The Technlon has turned away all 
potential students whose bagrut 
marks failed to reach them by 
September 5. Selective faculties in 
Tel Aviv University, such aa law 
and medicine, have turned away 
applicants whose marks failed to 
reach them by September 18. 


^ Th e Hebrew University rector, 
Prof. Rafael Mechoulam, yester- 
day sent the ministry what he 
described as "a sharp note,” com- 
plaining of the "repeated failure to 
come through with the marks on 
time." He said that the situation, 
which has been going on tor "four 
or five years, is Intolerable, and the 
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universities may have to devise an 
Internal testing system of their 
own, by-passing the bagrut " 
Mechoulam skid that the univer- 
sity has extended the marks 
deadline for the selective faculties 
to September SO, "a£d we may add 
another week or so.” He hinted that 
for the other faculties, such as the 
a rts, m arks would be accepted even 
beyond the opening of the school 
year. 

The majority of the students 
affected are Arabs and a small 
number are Jewish religious girls. 
The balk of the country's Jewish 
students reach university only two 
or three years alter matriculating 
because of IDF service. , 

According to Avraham ZahavL 
director of the ministry's 
tlon department, about 80 lo 80 per 
cent of the 300,900 bagrut marks for 
exam s taken In the Summer of 1979 
have not reached the examinees 
He promised that moot of the miss-' 
lng marks would go out "soon after 
Succot.” 

The 300,000 papers In question 
were checked and marked, each by 
two examiners, during July-August 
1979. The ministry department has, 
for the past two years, been caught 
up in the throes of switching from 
one computer bapruf marking 
system to another. 

A second problem stemming 
from the change of systems has 
been the ministry's failure to issue 
any of the 1977, 1978. 1979 or 1980 


graduates with formal bagrut cer- 
tificates. 

Six weeks ago the bagrut cer- 
tificates for 1977 went out to the 
schools. They must check over the 
marks, add In Internal examination 
marks, and send the certificates 
back to the ministry, which must 
stamp them and then send them to 
the matriculants. Zahavl said that 
In "four-to-six weeks' time the first 
of the 1977 matriculants will receive 
their official certificates.” 

- Graduates of 1978 will start to 
receive their formal certificates 
"In a few months' time," he said.

Navon receives new envoys

The red-white- and-blue flag of the 
Netherlands again flew over 
Jerusalem yesterday — even if only 
for an hour — as the new am- 
bassador of that country, Iwan 
Verkade, presented his letters of 
credence to President Yitzhak 
Navon. 

As the national colours of Holland 
flew on the flagpole of Belt Hanassi, 
the OB-year-old ambassador 
brought personal greetings from 
Queen Beatrix to Navon and the 
people of Israel. He reaffirmed the 
friendship for Israel among the 
Dutch despite bis government's re- 
cent decision 'to move the embassy 
to Tel Aviv. 

Asked by reporters if he thought 
the embassy transfer would affect 
bilateral relations. Ambassador 
Verkade quoted an Israeli friend of 
his who described the incident as “a 
shadow." But "shadows have a 
tendency to go away," he added.

Berlin bans Soviet Jews 
who jurive without visas 


WEST BERLIN. — West Berlin will 
stop issuing residence permits to 
Soviet Jewish immigrants arriving 
in the city without visas, except to 
those joining their families, Ulterior 
Minister Peter Ulrich told a press 
conference yesterday. 

The move follows months of in- 
vestigation of 300 Soviet Jewish im- 
migrants in West Berlin who are 
allegedly involved in forgery and 
welfare swindles. 

Soviet Jews arriving in Berlin 
from now on will be asked to leave 
within four weeks on pain of depor- 
tation. This decision revokes a 
special ruling adopted by West 
Berlin's Senate in 1974 which 
granted residence to Soviet Jews 
without entry visas. 

"We had accepted them because 
of the special responsibility Berlin 
feels towards Jews, and to order to 
strengthen the Jewish community 


here," an Interior Ministry 
spokesman said yesterday. 

Some 2,500 Soviet Jews with visas 
for Israel had settled in West Berlin 
since 1974, the spokesman said. Of 
them, 319 have been tried or face 
charges for forgery of entry 
documents and welfare papers. 

In Vienna, some 300 Soviet Jews 
who emigrated to Israel and then 
returned to Vienna have appealed to 
President Jimmy Carter to help 
them resettle to the U.S. and other 
western countries of their choice. 

In the appeal, sent through the 
American consulate in Vienna, the 
270 signatories claim that Soviet 
Jews who do not Immediately an- 
nounce their intention of not settling 
in Israel are given less help In 
resettling than those who leave the 
Soviet Union with a definite destina- 
tion, other than Israel, to mind.

Nazi-victims protest to German envoy

HAIFA — Representatives of the 
World Jewish Federation of Vic- 
tims of the Nazi Regime have in- 
formed West German Ambassador 
Klaus Schuetz that the terms of his 
government’s final 400 million 
mark restitution agreement are 
"unacceptable" and that the 
federation would fight it. 

Schuetz on Monday received a 
five-man delegation of the federa- 
tion, headed by chairman Tuviya 
Friedman, to discuss the agree- 
ment. Under Its terms only sur- 
vivors of ghettos and camps who 
had emigrated from Eastern 
Europe between i960 and i960, and 
were sick or financially distressed, 
would be eligible for a one-time 
payment of a maximum of 5,000 
marks. To quality for this sum, they 
would be required to waive all 
further claims against Bonn. 

According to Friedman, the am- 
bassador informed them the agree- 
ment had been prepared to con- 


sultation with Dr. Nahum Gold- 
maim, chairman of the Jewish 
Claims Conference, and with the 
chairman of the Jewish con)' 
muni ties in Germany. 

An undisclosed part of the sum 
would go to cover the costs of ‘es- 
tablishing a Chair to Dr. Gold- 
in arm ’a name at the University of 
Heidelberg in Germany, where he 
studied. 

Friedman estimated that no 
more than 10,000 Israelis would 
qualify for restitutions so that at 
best 50 million marks would come 
to Israel. The federation demands 
that the government take the 
matter out of Go ldm arm's hands, 
take over the distribution of funds, 
and directly pay "fair restitutions" 
to 200,000 Israelis who are entitled 
to them, in the federation’s view. 

Friedman claimed that Schuetz 
told them his government would not 
object if the Israeli government 
would formally request to take over 
the funds.

Cooler temperatures during the 
first day of Succot may make living 
to the holiday booths more comfor- 
table. but could also put a damper 
on picnickers' and bathers' plans. 

The Meteorological Service said 
yesterday that weather in Israel 
tends to follow the Hebrew calendar 
rather than the solar one. and that 
this Succot may yet be wet even 
though it falls in late September. 

The seven-day (eight-day in the 
Diaspora) feast of Tabernacles 
commemorates the nomadic ex- 
istence of the Jews during their 40- 
year trek through Sinai, as well as 
celebrating the harvest. 

Lower prices for the Four Species 
(palm frond, citron, myrtle 
branches and willows), because of 
the halachic prohibition on making 
a profit on sale of produce of the 
just-completed sabbatical year, in- 
creased demand in the markets. 
The lulav and etrog will still be on 
sale today until shortly before the 
holiday begins. 


During the Katlel prayer to syn- 
agogues. the lulav is waved In six 
directions to Indicate that God's 
glory fills the universe. 

Jerusalem will be the centre of 
Succot events, with pilgrimages to 
the Old City, exhibits, a commer- 
cial fair, a "beautiful succa " con- 
test and various "open houses" 
with receptions by dignitaries. 

About 40.000 soldiers and 
civilians are expected to take part 
in the Jerusalem March on Tues- 
day. A parade of most of the 
marchers will result in the tem- 
porary closing of some streets in 
central Jerusalem. More t h a n 800 
members of an International 
evangelical Christian organization 
will take part to the inarch. The 
Christians, from 20 countries, are 
taking part in a “solidarity with 
Israel" conference in the capital. 

Thousands of Israelis and tourists 
are expected to take advantage of 
President Yitzhak Navon's invita- 
tion to the annual Beit Hanassi open 
house on Sunday.

The High Court of Justice yester- 
day rejected the attempt by a 
soldier to force the army to allow 
him to serve only within the pre-1967 
borders for reasons of conscience. 

But his supporters in the Group of 
27. who last year publicly declared 
their refusal to serve in the 
territories, were cheered by the 
court's declaration that the door for 
future applications would be "wide 
open" if the army falls to enunciate 
a clear policy on tbe issue or treats 
similar requests by different 
soldiers differently. 

Tbe court cancelled an earlier 
temporary injunction, under which 
the soldier. Gadi Elgazi, has been 
serving to Israel proper while the 
army answered a show-cause order 
in which It hadf to explain why it did 
not allow him, as It has for other 
soldiers, to refuse service in the ad- 
ministered territories. 

The applicant's case was based on 
a claim of discrimination, and 
pointed out that at least one person 
was excused in writing from ser- 
ving across the line after Elgazi an- 
nounced his intention. 

The High Court accepted the ar- 
my's basic contention that it had 
changed its previous policy of allow- 
ing individual objectors to remain 
within the Green Line when the 27 
high school pupils, four of whom 
have already been sent to prison for 
their stand, went public, making the 


issue part of a political struggle. 
Two of the group reached com- 
promises with the army after 
several 35-day sentences each — 
they underwent basic training in the 
territories and have been allowed to 
stay out ever since. 

Elgazi plans to continue to refuse 
to serve in the West Bonk, accor- 
ding to his father, who was present 
at the court session. Other members 
of the Group of 27 said that they too 
will continue their campaign, which 
they 9ay has now been joined by a 
number of other draftees, plus a 
group of 21 reserve.soldlers. Several 
more members of the group are 
scheduled to be inducted in the near 
future. 

Acting Supreme Court President 
Haim Cohn criticized the IDF for 
not publishing its new rules on re- 
quests for reasons of conscience. He 
said that tbe amorphous situation 
resulting could make possible 
deviations or special arrangements, 
which would constitute unjust dis- 
crimination. The other justices, 
Moshe Baisky and Shlorao Levin, 
did not agree that Individual con- 
sideration would constitute dis- 
crimination, but Invited future 
court applications if soldiers with 
identical situations were treated 
differently. 

In demanding that the army 
adopt a clear and non- 
dtscri minatory policy, tbe justices 
declined to comment on what

English Jewry angry at Avi Cohen

LONDON. — In a statement 
published today in the Jewish 
Chronicle, Chief Rabbi Dr. Im- 
manuel J&kobovito said that he was 
“shocked and saddened" that 
Israeli soccer star Avl Cohen 
played on Yora Kip pur. He was 
gratified, however, that Cohen's 
former club in Israel had condemn- 
ed his action. 

The general response to Cohen's 
action to the Jewish community has 
been sharp. 

Liverpool Jews are Incensed. Ar- 
nold Austin, president of the 
Merseyside Jewish Representative 
Council, s&ld yesterday that he was 
"very, very disturbed indeed." 

"I’m sure he could have made 
arrangements with the club. Flay- 
ing on Yom Klppur la un- 
forgivable," he said. 

Austin said that Cohen had been 
In contact with young 'Jews to the 
community and had visited the 
Jewish youth centre. “When idols 
such as Cohen make a display of 


themselves by playing on the 
holiest day of the year, they can 
have a very bad influence on young 
people." 

Ironically, until shortly before 
the match Cohen was unsure 
whether he would be fit to play, as 
he bad been suffering from ton- 
sillitis throughout the week. And 
when he did play, he suffered the ig- 
nominy of giving away a crucial 
goal. 


criteria should be considered or 
what the policy should be, since the 
application did not deal with that 
subject. 

But Cohn strongly criticized the 
state’s declaration that "the army's 
needs at any particular time" would 
be the main criterion for con- 
sidering requests based on con- 
scientious! objection.

Cohn, who noted that Elgazi has 
been described as an “excellent 
soldier, whose motives are clearly 
sincere," advised tbe young man, 
who attended thp bearing in un- 
iform. that he might best serve the 
cause of “peace between nations" 
by actually serving in the 
territories. The army too, he said, 
would be better off if “especially 
soldiers who seek peace, hate op- 
pression and love humanity" were 
stationed in the territi cries.

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Turkish army tightens grip 
on leftist-ruled slums 


GULTEPE, Turkey (AP). — The 
Turkish army has "retaken" this 
suburb of slums in the hills outside 
fatnbul. whitewashing political 
slogans from the walla and es- 
tablishing the state's presence after 
months of effective control by leftist 
extremists. 

One of half a dozen towns in a belt 
around turkey’s biggest city that 
the far-left called "liberated 
zones," Gultepe will provide a test 
of the junta’s ability to deal with 
political terrorism In the long term. 

By day, soldiers in battle dress 
who moved In here after the 
September 12 coup, patrol the 
rutted main street in pain. At mid- 
night, when the nationwide curfew 
takes effect. Gultepe Is sealed off by 
tanks. 

Stamping out violence in a town 
that has seen SO deaths in the past 
two yean may take some time. 
Despite heavy military presence, 
residents say they have heard the 
crack of rifle fire at night, 
presumably by snipers. 

Gultepe — which means rose hill 
— is only a half-hour’s drive from 
Istanbul. In the past 10 yean Its 
population has swelled to 150,000 
with the migration of rural people 


seeking Jobs in the nearby light 
bulb, textile and cable factories. 

About two yean ago, according to 
residents, right-wing and left-wing 
terrorist groups moved in to try to 
politicize the workers. There were 
hit-and-run shootups In coffee- 
houses, bombings and sniper at- 
tacks on homes. Most residents, 
without any political leanings, stood 
by helplessly. The te r rorists were 
often better armed than the police. 

The left, led by the Dev-Sol, 
Turkey's most feared leftist 
terrorist gang, prevailed. Municipal 
authority broke down. 

Dev-Sol set up neighbourhood 
committees to satisfy demands for 
basic services such as water, elec- 
tricity and transport and promised 
protection against any right-wing 
terrorist attacks. They also provid- 
ed legal advisers to Intervene on 
behalf of residents in cases against 
the state, and tried to block the ap- 
pointment of non-leftist school 
teachers. 

Since the coup, there have been 
scores of arrests here, reportedly 
Including the local Dev-Sol leaders. 
The mayor, Celal Altinay. was 
ousted. 


Swiss demand life for German terrorist 


WINTERTHUR, Switzerland 
(UPI). — A Swiss prosecutor 
yesterday demanded life Imprison- 
ment for West German terrorist 
Rolf Clemens Wagner, on trial for 
murder and armed robbery. 

Wagner, 35, a self-confessed 
member of the Red Army Faction 
terrorist group, went on trial on 
September 8. The defence la to 


make its plea today with the verdict 
scheduled for Friday. 

Also wanted by West Germany on 
terrorism charges, Wagner was 
arrested in November last year 
after a bank robbery and subse- 
quent shooting In Zurich. One 
woman passerby was killed by the 
gunfire and another woman and 
two police agents were wounded. 


Afghan rebel 
calls for UN 


peace force 


NEW DELHI (UPI). — An Afghan 
rebel leader yesterday proposed a 
four-point plan for a political solu- 
tion to the Afghanistan crisis that 
Includes the presence of a UN 
peace-keeping force in the war-torn 
country. 

Mohammed Amin Wakman, 
secretary-general of the Social 
Democrat Party, one of the smaller 
rebel factions, put forth a plan, not 
supported by the larger rebel 
organizations, containing the 
following points: 

• Immediate, unconditional and 
total withdrawal of the Soviet troops 
from Afghan soil. 

• Stationing of UN peace-keeping 
forces In Afghanistan. 

• Recognition and respect of 
national Independence, sovereign- 
ty, territory and non-interference 
by any country in Afghanistan's in- 
ternal affairs. 

• Formation of a "broad-based 
national government" with former 
Afghan finance minister Abdul 
Malik Abdurrahimzal as head for 
"an interim period." 

The rebel leader conceded that 
the large, well-organized guerrilla 
faction Hlzbe Islam! and 
the smaller Jamlatl Islam! group do 
not support his proposals. But he 
dismissed the two Pakistan-based 
rivals as "made- In-Pakistan par- 
ties" which are Islamic fundamen- 
talists wanting to impose strict 
Moslem rule on Afghanistan instead 
of setting up the loosely socialist 
democracy Wakman favours. 


British seaman witnesses attack on Abadan I JN BEEEI 


LONDON (Reuter). — Iran.’s oil 
refinery at Abadan, the biggest 
complex of Its kind In the world, 
was burning yesterday after at- 
tacks by Iraqi planes and artillery, 
according to a British eyewitness. 

A ship’s radio officer, inter- 
viewed over a radio-telephone link 
by the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration, said he could see oil 
storage tanka burning over a large 
area. "At the moment we are 
witnessing an- attack, obviously by 
Iraqi artillery, on Abadan," said 
-the witness. 


Eight Iraqi planes had attacked 
the installation on Monday, the 
seaman added. 


The BBC said it had agreed not to 
Identify the radio operator or bla 
ship, which was said to be • lying 
about 8.8 kilometres off Abadan and 
7 km. off the main Iranian cargo 
port of Khorramshahr.. 

The Interview, broadcast by BBC 
radio's World At One programme, 
was the first report of Abadan com- 
ing under Iraqi attack. 

According to BBC monitors in 
London, the Abadan radio of the 
national Iranian Oil Company 
yesterday appealed for firefighters, 
and warned of a danger of poison- 
ing from ammonia. "Dae to the ex- 
plosion of an ammonia storage tank 
at the refinery there la a danger of 
poison," said the broadcast, accor- 


ding to the monitors. "Please 
prepare wet handkerchiefs to avow 
any possible danger." . 

.The huge Abadan refinery la, 
capable of processing about 800,000 
barrels of crude oil each day. It ac- 
counts for most of Iran’s refining 
capacity of slightly more than one 
million barrels a day, and produces 
most of the 200,000 to 800,000 barrels 
a day of petroleum products which 
Iran exports. 

Oil Industry analysts in London 
said Iran's war effort could be 
seriously affected if Abadan’s out- 
put was lost. The refinery produces 
diesel, motor petrol, Jet and other 
aircraft fuels and lubricating oil, 
they said. ' 


France plans nude 
aircraft carriers

LONDON. — A Baghdad radio, 
broadcast yesterday morning, 
claiming Iran had freed the 52 
American hostages unconditional- 
ly, caused a flurry of excitement for 
almost two hours before Teheran 
Radio said the report was untrue. 

Tran said not only was the story 
on the release untrue, but the ba- 
nian parliament decided to 
"freeze" the issue of the hostages - 
for now because of Iran’s war with 
Iraq, which It blamed on the U.S. 

A Teheran Radio broadcaat, 
monitored in Beirut, said the Ira- 
nian parliament yesterday took up 
the proa and cons of releasing the 
hostages, and adjourned the debate 
to tomorrow.

BERLIN (UPI). — East German 
railway police wielding axes and 
sticks broke into three signal boxes 
occupied by striking West Berlin 
railway workers In an apparent 
attempt to smash the strike that 
has crippled goods traffic and high 
speed urban links between East and 
West Berlin, the strikers said 
yesterday. 

The action, which took place 
without Interference from West 
Berlin police or observers from the 
Allied commands that govern West 
Berlin under the 1971 four power 
treaty, drew bitter comment from 
the strikers. 


"We feel abandoned by the Allies 
and the (West Berlin) Senate," one 
striker shouted through- a 
loudspeaker as the strikers' com- 
mittee rallied workers throughout 
the night at its headquarters at the 
ultramodern Moablt container 
depot. 

The committee representing an 
estimated 600 of the 3,600 West 
Berliners who work for the East 


German state railroad now controls 
only the Moabit station. 

The East German railway police, 
who strikers said used Alsatian 
tracer dogs, sticks and axes In their 
attacks on the signal boxes, are 
entlltled to intervene In the stations 
in West Berlin because they have a 
duty to protect the Blast German 
Reicbabahn that runs throughout 
the city, West Berlin police said. . 

Both the western allies _ Bri- 
tain, France and the U.S. ^ and the 
West Berlin Senate city govern- 
ment have shown reluctance to 
provoke East Berlin by Interven- 
tion, saying it is up to the East Ger- 
mans as employers to negotiate 
with the strikers. 

West Berlin mayor Dietrich 
Stobbe on Monday rejected the 
strikers' demand that West Berlin 
take over the city's rail system. 

The strikers are demanding pay 
Increases of 166 marks (IS520) a 
month. They currently earn an 
average- of 25 per cent lees than,

Gromyko, in UN, calls for 
halt to nuclear explosions 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko, 
speaking in the UN General 
Assembly yesterday, proposed that 
the U.S., Britain, France, China 
and the Soviet Union and allied 
countries freeze their armed forces 
and conventional weapons as of 
next January in a start cm disarma- 
ment. 

Speaking in the Assembly's 
policy debate, the veteran diplomat 
also called for all nuclear powers 
"to declare their renunciation of all 
nuclear explosions within a period 
of one year beginning from a date to 
be agreed by them." The Mg five 
and India have all carried out such 
explosions. He defended the Soviet 
Union’s introduction of tens of 
thousands of troops into 
Afghanistan test December, and 
denied that the world situation had 


been aggravated by "the tem- 
porary introduction of a limited 
Soviet m i l itary contingent." 

He said the Soviet troops were 
■ sent there not only to help the 
Afghans protect their sovereignty 
and repel armed Incursions from 
the outside, but also “to jirevent the 
emergence of a direct threat to the 
security of the USSR on Its southern 
border." 

"Now that the situation in 
Afghanistan Is gradually returning 
to normal," Gromyko said, "some 
of our military units, by agreement 
with the Afghan government, have 
been brought back home." 

He said the rest of the Soviet 
forces In Afgha n istan would be 
withdrawn "as soon as the reasons I 
for which the Introduction of such a j 
contingent, became necessary are j 
removed, but not before."

THE BORDER CLAIMS and land 
seizures between neighbouring Iraq 
and Iran date back to the tines of 
the Persian rulers and Arab caliphs 
more than 2,000 years' ago. 

But the current dispute dates 
back to the post-revolutionary 
regime of Iranian ruler Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini.' and stems 
more from 20th-century religious 
and political differences within the 
Middle East's Moslem world. 

The centuries-old argument haa 
taken on a more crucial and inter- 
national perspective because of rich 
oil lands on either side of the dis- 
puted Shatt-al-Arab waterway. 

The escalation to land, air and sea 
battles this week Included the bom- 
bing by Iraqi fighter planes of 
Iran’s international Mehrabad Air- 
port in Teheran and seven other 
strategic airport Installations. 

Troops on both sides were being 
m obllized, according to government 
statements, as each side prepared 
for war. 

The outbreak of hostilities follows 
weeks of charges and counter- 
charges. Iraq has accused Iran of 
attempting to obstruct navigation in 
the Shatt-al-Arab waterway by 
shelling Iraqi and foreign vessels 
leaving or entering the estuary, of 
staging air raids on Iraqi ground

and of closing Its air space to 
civilian traffic. 

In turn, Iran haa accused Iraq of 
cross-border raids into Khuzestan, 
an oil-rich province claimed by 
Iraqi governments. 

The turn countries share a 1,000- 
kilometre border. 

SINCE ASSUMING POWER In 
Iran, Khomeini haa called, on the 
ShPa Moslem majority of Iraq to 
overthrow the socialist regime of 
President Saddam Hussein, who Is a 
Sunni Moslem. 

Khomeini, who had lived In exile 
in Iraq, was asked to leave by 
Hussein's government in 1978 
because of the ayatollah'B public 
campaign against the shah's 
regime. 

Another flashpoint has been the 
minority issue. Each government 
has accused the other of aiding dis- 
senting minority groups within their 
respective countries. 

Last week, Hussein announced 
the unilateral abrogation of the 
standing Iraql-Iranian border 


demarcation agreement. The Iraqi 
president told an emergency 
meeting of hia country's newly 
elected national assembly that he 
took the step because of the "con- 
tinuing violation of the agreement 
by the Iranian rulers." Hussein also 
said the Shatt-al-Arab waterw ay 
was being returned to "full Iraqi 
sovereignty." 

The agreement, made in 1978 
between Hussein and the Shah of 
Iran after centuries of discord in the 
area, defined the border as being 
down the middle of the Shatt-Al- 
Arab. It regulated navigation on the 
200- kilometre waterway, a vital 
channel for both countries' oil ex- 
ports. 

In return, the shah promised to 
cease his assistance to Iraq’a 
rebellious Kurdish minority. 

Iraq continues to be threatened by 
Kurdish minorities In its oil-rich 
areas, but despite internal 
problems with its own minorities, 
Iraqi officials have admitted giving 
"material assistance" to Iran’s 
Arabic-speaking minority in 
Khuzestan. 

The border fighting resumed ear- 
ly this year. And Iraq claims to 
have "liberated” Arab outposts In 
Iran. 

(The Associated Press) 
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IRAN AND IRAQ have armed 
forces that look evenly balanced on 
paper. But only on paper. If it 
comes to a real conflict — and If 
other countries stay out — Western 
military analysts doubt that Iran 
could prove a real match for her 
Arab neighbour. For the Iranian 
revolution has shaken to the core 
the once mighty military machine 
built up by tiie late shah with U.8. 
and British arms. 

Desertions, executions and 
purges are said to have drained 
Iran's military manpower by up to 
one half. 

The once-ptoud air force and 
navy, largely American- and British- 
equipped, have been so severely 
sapped in the past 18 months by 
lack of maintenance and spare 
parts that Western military experts 
doubt that they can put up any kind 
of show. 

At best, these sources say, Iran 
could fight only a limited war in a 
limited area.

On paper It Includes six former 
American and British destroyers, 
four frigates and four corvettes. 
But Western experts doubt Its pre- 
sent fighting capacity. 

The 200,000-man Iraqi army con- 
sists of four armoured, four 
mechanized and four mountain- 
infantry divisions, equipped with 
nearly 3,000 Russian-built T34 and 
T54 tanks. 

The Iraqi Air Force consists of 
332 combat planes. Including two 
bomber squadrons. 12 fighter 
ground-attack squadrons and five 
Interceptor squadrons. 

It is equipped almost entirely 
with Soviet planes, apart from a 
Bmall number of French-built 
helicopters. 

Its fighting capacity is unknown. 
But Western experts believe that in 
present circumstances, the 
decimated Iranian Air Force would 
not prove a match for it.

Bidding one’s time 

Marsha Pomerantz discovers 'the- swift and slippery system' of stamp auctioneering. 


THE PREVAILING atmosphere -was 
reminiscent of a kindergarten, a fraternity 
house, the floor of the stock exchange, and 
the Mahane Yehuda market late on a Friday 
afternoon. 

But it was a stamp auction at the Tel Aviv 
Philatelic Society, 16 Rehov Hess, just off 
Allenhy. One of the country's six stamp auc- 
tion houses was offering foreign lots the 
evening I intruded. 

Anyone interested in bidding steps' into the 
wood-panelled room, takes a large card_ 
with a number on it from a young man near 


the entrance, signs his name in a register 
next to that number, picks up a booklet 
listing the offerings in order of presentation 
and finds himself a wooden chair. 

The windows are shuttered, the air- 
conditioner silent, the air thick. On the walls 
are cheap framed prints, including an Il- 
luminated copy of the Declaration of 
Independence. Above it. a solemn portrait — 
probably a philatelic forefather. 

. Of about 120 people who file into the room, 
only three .are female, and none of them has' 
come fio bid. Most members of the fraternity 


are greying, balding and bespectacled.

Leisure, hobby and do-it-yourself are Kaufman 
Agencies' specialities.

Say It with flowers, 

Eva ISi. Basnizki advises. 

WHEN THINGS start piling on top 
uf me. and I find It difficult to cope, 

I knmv It la time to turn to my 
'■flower art" for rest and creative 
diversion. There Is always a birth- 
day or other occasion which -calls 
fr»r s greeting card, a picture or 
even n flower-decorated box, filled 
with home- made chocolates or 
other goodies. Nature provides the 
material • flowers and leaves from 
tbe garden or the fields, according 
to the season, even weeds. All I 
have to do Is to avail myself. 

1 put the plants Into a large, 
heavy book \ an old telephone direc- 
tory is ideal i and leave them there 
lo dry for about one week. By that 
lime they are flat and dry. but the 
colour Is still fresh. To preserve 
their natural look. T use an old- 
fashioned method, which always 
kept my grand mother's jam-jars In 
good order, and has worked well 
with my flowers too. 1 simply seal 
them with wax. 

It l akos a large board, two sheets 
of thin, white paper, some white 
candles and an old Iron. 1 place one 
sheet on the board and grate a thin 
Inver of u-nx on top of It. On this I 
carefully place the flowers. Then 
comes the second sheet, again 
covered with a layer of wax. With 
iho hot iron. I flatten evey thing un- 
til the wax starts to run. Quickly, 
before It hnrdens again, I, pull off 
the lop sheet and with a pair of 
pincers or a sharp knife lift the 
flowers, on to nn old plAtc or other 
smooth surf nee and leave them 
rhcr«- tn dr y. It is Important that the 
plant** are ruRiulriely covered with 
was H.' nr air can get In and turn 
Hum yellow and brittle. Thus 
prepared, tin* plants cur. be stored 
far some time. 

Greeting-curds ore the flower 
{tenia needed most. The paper 
should not be too stiff and 


preferably white or black to offset 
the flowers. I cut it into double the 
size of a normal envelope. With a- 
pointed Instrument, a thin knitting- 
needle for Instance, I drop several 
tiny dots of plastic glue on the un- 
derside of the plant and place it on 
the cover of tbe card. I do tbe same 
with the rest, until my arrangement 
is complete. The glue-drops should 
be well spaced to give the plant a 
firm grip on the paper. It does not 
take long for the glue to dry, and tbe 
card is then -ready for final 
treatment: the contact-paper. 

To keep the flowers from falling 
off, I use a totally transparent, self- 
adhesive vinyl, which one can buy 
in wallpaper and stationary shops. 1 
cut a piece of vinyl about one inch 
wider all around than the card, 
place the card, flowers up, on a 
sheet of paper, peel off an inch of-

fashion fabric design who has work : 
ed hi industry in the U.S. as well as 
here, believes that versatility Is 
basic for her students. It is im- 
perative for them to know not only 
how to design a collection but 
everything related, even to the 
designing of a showroom or organiz- 
ing merchandise for display. 

Toward this end students need 
editing and good direction, which 
graduates will tell you they did 
.receive at Shenkar. A number of 
Iwell known designers we met at the 
exhibition and fashion show said 
they come back each year “to see 
what is being done and to be in- 
spired.” 

.Students le&rn how to make 
printed, knitted and woven fabrics 
and come into direct contact with 
the processes and machinery on a 
factory floor, gaining practical ex- 
perience as they study. They get 
basic art courses that are designed 
to. give them a sound colour sense 
and to develop style. 

Most students, Tessa Smith 
observes, come without any ex- 
perience at all in textiles. They love 
cloth however, and choose textile 
design because they obviously 
prefer it to graphics or other 
studies. They learn the basics of 
■ drawing and printing and can then 
proceed to specialize* and develop 
other skills. Israelis have 
something from their own environ- 
ment to contribute that is original 
and sought after on world markets, 
Tessa Smith is certain. Hence, the 
talents developed at the college flow 
directly into enhancing Israel's tex- 
tile and fashion exports, she thinks. 

Shenkar graduates are holders of 
a degree of Bachelor of Technology 
or Design and according to a recent 
report,' mare than 70 per cent of 
them remain in the fashion and tex- 
tile industries filling a vital need for 
trained manpower. 

According to Mina Lorder. in 
charge of placement, students of 
fashion designing are grabbed up 
almost Immediately and during the 
past ten yean since the founding of 
the College, practically all have 
been placed. 

Already. Papco, Ata and Adler 
have made requests for designers 
who completed their studies last 
semester. 

Fourteen graduated in textile 
technology and 22 in textile fashion 
last year. Of the technology 
students, .twp^thirds will be going' 
into factories', a number win open 
their own studios, the rest will free 
lance or do part time work. 

“We can't fill the- demand for 
designers in the fashion sector,” she 
reports, “and can't. turn them out 
fastenough.”

Spun gold 

Four Australian women are turning a hobby into 
a profession. Judy Siegel reports. 


YOU DON'T have to be Sleeping 
Beauty to be lulled into serenity by 
a spinning wheel. All you have to do 
la enrol in a splnnlng-dyelng- 
weaving course at the Australian 
Handweaving Centre in Jerusalem. 

"It’s really relaxing, and almost 
like meditation,*' says Rachel 
Charles, a former Australian X-ray 
technician who opened the centre 
last March along with three other 
women from “down under” — 
Stella Saper, So ( nla Hall and 
Marsha Tauber. 

Stella, who came on ally a In 1978, 
studied art in Australia, and Sonia 
.taught weaving to the blind. But for 
Jhe other two entrepreneurs. It la 
a hobby turned into a profession. 

' They turned a former gift shop in 
picturesque Rehov Sfat Emet 
(“Language of Truth Street”) on 
the edge of Mahane Yehuda and- 
Mekor Baruch into a school for 
weavers and the “only centralized 
supplier for dyeing and weaving” in 
Israel. Located at number 14, a few 
steps away from a yeshlva, the cen- 
tre attracts many young Israelis, 
either hobbyists or professionals. 

Customers and students also In- 
clude craft teachers, staffers from 
institutions for the physically han- 
dicapped, and Mbbutznlks. From 
time to time, some yeshlva students 
drop in to ask about how to spin 
their own wool tzitzit for fringed 
ritual garments. 

Among the equipment on sale are 
looms from New Zealand and 


Canada costing anywhere from 8180 
to $ 1,000 (prices quoted In dollars 
because they are imported and get 
more expensive each month with 
inflation); spinning wheels from 
New Zealand in the $110-180 range; 
hooka on weaving tin English only; 
none available to Hebrew); and 
wool. 

The fleece Is Imported from 
Australia, the native country of the 
quartet. The proprietors also dye 
the fleece, card it, spin it and wind 
it into balls, which sell at about 
IL24$ apiece. Jan Erskine, a 
customer who came on allya from 
.Australia a year ago',' stops by to 
ahow the four some sweaters she 
knitted out of their pure wool — 
seven to nine balls for each piece. 

They dye the wool In pots atop a 
simple gas burner, using natural 
plants like daisies or dried bugs 
called cochineal. Mordants — 
which act like enzymes to bind the 
dye to the wool and make It colour- 
fast — are added. Some of them, 
like ferrous sulphate and stannous 
chloride, are poisonous. 

Jan, who already knew how to 
knit, took 30 three-hour weaving 
lessons at the centre, thus enabling 
her to produce handbags and other 
goods. 

The basic course of 10 lessons 
(costing $00) includes spinning, 
dyeing and aimple weaving. For 
those who want to make elaborate 
wall hangings, cloth and the like, 
the proprietors recommend 'the. 



four-month course of 40 lessons.' 
The centre is open Sunday through 
Thursday from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
and from 4 to 7 p.m. 

Just threading up the warp of the 
loom can take three full hours, so 
students must have patience and 
calmness. 

“Our students In Israel are much 
more serious than those in 
Australia.” says Sonia. 

“Maybe it’s because the tuition Is 
a relatively big outlay for an 


Israeli. Here, once they buy the 
materials and enroll, they' stick to 
it, while in Australia, many 
students take It up and drop it.” 
Among the types of techniques 
are Danish medallion, 
gaugeweave. lald-ln weave, 
hatching, twill, sumac, tabby, leno. 
Spanish. Ghiordes loops, double 
weave and tapestry weave. Stella, 
Rachel, Sonia and Mamba keep up 
on new developments and techni- 
ques by. reading weaving

write an article about what they do 
in Jerusalem. 

The lovely work is a far cry from 
the woven paper ‘ placemats we 
made in kindergarten, or even the 
primitive weaving that one can still 
see on stakes In the ground made by 
Beduin in Sinai. The only limit to 
wealing is one’s imagination.

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Continuing Growth 

And Enlightenment Through 

Research 

S EVENTEEN departments within the new Medical 
Center are engaged in seventy-five research projects. 
Some are specifically related to the problems found 
predominately within Jerusalem and its outskirts. For 
example, a project to determine the causes of thalassemia. 
a blood disease commonly found in Israel and the Mediter- 
ranean Sea and characterized by anemia, or an investiga- 
tion of the development of diabetes in Israelis of Ashke- 
nazic and Yemenite origin. 

Shaare Zedek 's researchers are engaged in pioneering 
work in cystic fibrosis, a relatively common and often fatal 
hereditary disease affecting children. The hospital has 
recently begun to investigate ways of detecting carriers 
of cystic fibrosis who may transmit the disease to their 
offspring. The study entails the development of a cell culture 
model from a sampling of blood which may aid in the 
development of a method for the easy identification of 
cystic fibrosis carriers. 

Growing interest in the field of geriatrics, the medical 
specialty concerned with problems of aging and the aged, 
coupled with a considerable increase in the number of 
elderly in Israel, has given impetus to a new project under- 
taken by the hospital's Department of Geriatrics. The 
purpose of the research is to find new pharmacological 
means of helping elderly people who suffer from a variety 
of psychological problems connected to physical complaints. 
Solutions to such geriatric problems as senility, depression 
and several others are being investigated with the aim of 
finding new drugs which may help to alleviate these 
disturbing symptoms.

PERCHED on the southern saddle 
of Mount Carmel, Zlchrou Ya'acov 
is usually a sleepy old-world 
village. Its farmers, some of them 
fourth or fifth generation, enjoy the 
magnificent vista of mountain spill- 
ing down to the sea around a 
network of fish ponds from the 
modern picture windows of their 
luxuriously sculptured villas. 

But once a year, August through 
Succot. the village founded by 
Baron Edmond de Rothschild In 
1882 comes to life. For two months, 
tractors pulling tip- trailers loaded 
down with luscious grapes roar 
through Its narrow streets. They 
deliver their loads to .the Carmel 
Mizrahi wine-cellar, established in 
1892 — the first Industrial enter- 
prise and the first cooperative of 
the reborn land. It is still a 
cooperative, with nearly 400 
members, who own some 12,000 
dunams of vineyard in the Zlchron 
area. 

This year the harvest started 
almost a fortnight late, on August 
13, because the grapes took a little 
longer to ripen after the long, hard 
winter. On the day we visited the 
cellar, a new grape delivery record 
was established, 870 tons, six more 
than the previous record, achieved 
two years ago. 

As the tractors pull into the small 
yard of the cellar, their loads are 
automatically weighed. The grape 
clusters are tipped into the receiv- 
ing pit, where, as a conveyor takes 
them into the cellar, the sugar con- 
tent, or BaumA, Is electronically 
measured ijy light-beam refraction 
and Instantly reported on Italian- * 
made electronic panels. Now the 
farmer knows exactly how much he 
will get for his load, which Is 
calculated on the basis of weight 
and BaumA. For this particular 
load of grapes the season Is over, 
the grower needs to do only one 
more thing! Count his money. 


Tradition by the truckload 


THIS YEAR the cellar Is paying a 
basic IS2.000 a ton, far more than 
the IS 790 paid for the 1979 crop, but 
then Inflation Is more than ever a 
factor. The price goes up if the 
sugar content of the grapes exceeds 
the required standard of 10 (1.8 per 
cent sugar Is 1 BaumA, which gives 
l per cent alcohol). 

Each additional BaumA earns a 
bonus of 10 per cent, but the penalty 
for delivering below-standard 
BaumA grapes Is heavy, up to SO per 
cent for each BaumA. The alcohol 
content of Israeli wines ranges 
from 10 to 12 per cent. In France the 
figures are 9 to 12 per cent. 

Someone outside the business 
might think it logical to try for the 
maximum possible BaumA in your 
grapes, but the experienced farmer 
knows that this means exposing 
your grapes to extra sunshine, 
which reduces their weight. So 
“you lose on the weight what you 
make up on the Baumi," explains 
Ban Led any. A young fanner, he is 
one of the Yemenite Zlchronltes 
among a majority of Rumanian 
stock. Led any, like many of the 
farmers, grows- other produce 
besides grapes and does very well. 


At 23, he Is already grey, but he 
smiles, “It runs In the family — 
genes not worries.” The wiry and 
agile farmer took only two minutes 
to change the tire of photographer 
Zvi Roger's car, which punctured In 
the stony vineyard. Ledany la a 
third-generation Zlchronlte with 80 
dunams of vine. This leaves Mm 
plenty of harvest time to work with 
relatives -with larger holdings and 
to save towards buying more vines. 
The Zlchron region produces 
around 20,000 tons of wine grapes 
annually, on 12,000 dunams owned 
by nearly 400 growers in the 
cooperative. 

Ledany loads a tractor with three 
to lour tons of grapes for the trip to 
the cellar some five km. away. He 
makes three, four, five and 
sometimes six turnarounds a day. 
It's not very hard work, though he 
claims that "just being down here 
In this heat is bard work." When he 
comes down at tour In the morning, 
"it's freezing cold and by nine lt*s 
sweating hot and dusty In the 
shadeless vineyard.” 

The actual picking Is done by 
Arabs from nearby Faradees and 
other villages — men, women and 
children who work from 5.30 a.m. 
till noon, picking about a ton and a 
quarter each. The farmers, by 
nature secretive, won't say how 
much they pay their Arab labour, 
.but Ledany says those In his 
family's vineyards, who “are 
regulars, working for us every 
season” get IS40 net a day per man, 
and IS 30 per woman, with taxes and 
extras paid by the employer. 

We spotted several boys obvious- 
ly of school age among the pickers, 
but our inquiry was shrugged off. 
"While there’s money to be earned 
in the vineyards, we don't worry 
about learning.” The Inspectors 
who occasionally turn up to check 
on this, we were told, "never get out 
of their cars so they don't see 
enough to interfere.”

ASKED why only Arab labour Is us- 
ed. Ledany says because "no Jews 
will do this kind of work any more.” 
On the surface it would seem that 
the pickers are being exploited, but 
they didn't look It They were work- 
ing with a smile and much 
horseplay. All wore long sleeves 
and head-coverings, and the women 
had ankle-length pantaloons under 
their skirts, despite the dry dusty 
heat This is traditional Arab dress, 
but it also protects against being 
stung by bees, which pester the 
vineyards. One middle-aged 
woman who seemed to be in charge 
caught our eye. Jolly and fat, she is 
known to be “Incredibly fast,” 
despite her girth. 

Farmers whose pickers aren't 
“regulars” coming back year after 
-year must work through sub- 
contractors from the Arab villages.

These bosses, called rate by the 
labourers they supply, collect the 
1 pay and hand out wages as they see 
fit. 

A perk of the job Is the hallowed 
tradition allowing 1 pickers to carry 
home as many grapes as they can 
every day In the specially big bags 
In which they bring their lunches. 
This bonus obviously cuts Into the 
crop: “One of my men invited me to 
a village wedding and coolly served 
me my own grapes," one grower 
fumed. Ledany calculates that Ms 
pickers carry home "10 kilos each 
a day. worth nearly as much as 
their wages." Anyone who has ever 
"hefted one of those bags must doubt 
whether they can manage much 
more than half that quantity. By the 


way, the green grapes are virtually 
Inedible because of their sickening 
sweetness, but the red grapes are 
fine. Though their sugar content 
may be higher, the acid they con- 
tain neutralizes the sweet taste, 
"like a cup of tea with four spoons 
of sugar to which you add half a 
lemon.” 

Another reason why the pickers 
don't seem to feel exploited la that 
they like working out In the open 
among growing things. The women 
also consider this work more 
"dignified” than working In a fac- 
tory or suffering the claustrophobia 
of cleaning offices. Since the 
vineyards are near their homes and 
they're back by one o'clock, this 
leaves them plenty of time for other 


work, and there Is no picking on 
Fridays, because the strictly 
kosher cellar will not accept Friday 
grapes, as preliminary processing 
might risk violating the Sabbath.

KASHRUT rules are in fact 
meticulously observed, cellar 
general manager Amram Surasky 
says. ‘‘We keep koaher-le-Pe&sob 
all year round, so that even the 
most strictly observant can rely on 
us." For this reason, only Jewish 
workers are allowed Inside the 
cellar; wine becomes neoiekh (nbn- 
kosher) If a gentile handles the 
juice once it has been extracted 
from the grape. This ruling dates 
from the times when wine was used 
in pagan cults. If a cellar worker is 
seen eating non-kosher food, or 
desecrating the Sabbath in public, 
he Is dismissed.. 

The cellar has a permanent staff 
of 70 workers and 10 clerks, which la 
doubled during the harvest season. 


THE RED grapes are fermented at 
• a relatively high temperature, 
WC., with their peels on, for three 
days. The skins give the wine its 
colour and add aroma. The green 
grapes are peeled before fermenta- 
tion at 12*C. for two to three weeks. 
The only time human touch 
the grapes In processing at Zlchron 
is to remove the red skins from the 
fermented wine. -This is done by a 
pensioner, who is doing it for the 
last time this year. Next season he 
will be replaced by an Italian- 
machine, which has proved itself 
more efficient ■ 

It takes four- and- a-half months 
for the white wine to mature and 
from six months to three-and-a-half 
years tor the red. Today, most of 
the wines are aged In modern metal 
casks, but down in the vitals of the 
original 1892 part of the cellar, 
there are rows of oak casks, some 
as old as the cellar, where the more 
select red wines and brandies are 
aged. 

General manager Surasky, 42, 
was born In Merhavia village In the 
Jezreel Valley, studied food 
technology at the Technlon and 
then took advanced vintner studies 
In France. He joined the Zlchron 
cellar as a wine-making expert in 
1959 and has been its general 
manager for the past five years. 

Zichron, he says, produces eight 
types of wine. Asked why .-Israel, 
renowned for its oranges, does not 
try to rival the very expensive 
French liqueur Cointreau, made of 
grapes and oranges — and possibly 
name It Zlchrontreau — Surasky 
brought out a bottle of his private 
brew, which tasted even better than 
the famous brand name. He had 
flavoured it with the more expen- 
sive tangerines. However, he noted, ’ 
when people buy Cointreau, they 
buy the label as much as the li- 
queur. "Though we could probably 
market at less than half the price, - 
ours won’t have the snob appeal to 
make it sell." 

Though he was feverishly busy, 
Surasky took time off to answer ~ 
some questions about wine that had .

Midwives

But the American Medical 
Association’s opposition continued, 
and 40 years passed before the 
American College of Obstetricians 
and Gynecologists finally 
acknowledged that the Certified 
Nurse-Midwife (CNM) could 
assume responsibility for “the com- 
plete care and management of un- 
complicated maternity births.’.’ 

By 1976 nurse-mid wives were 
practising in 42 out of 90 states, and 
their numbers have doubled in the 
last decade. " 

EVEN SO, their work is still heavi- 
ly limited. — by restrictive laws in 
some states, and by the continued 
opposition of the medical establish- 
ment (over half the CNMs are stuck 
in administrative or general nur- 
sing jobs, and never deliver babies 
at all). 

In some states,- a CNM may only 
work under a doctor for a flat 
salary, the rest of her fee going to 
her employer. - 

Most of the cost of having a baby 
is usually covered by a health in- 
surance scheme. and the Insurance 
companies protect doctors’ in- 
terests by refusing to cover patients 
for treatment by an independent 
midwife. 

Outnumbered ten-to-one by the 
20,000 members of the Association 
of Obstetricians and Gynecologists, 
the luckless midwives by themselves 
are powerless. But arising from, 
t oho delivers the babies is the ques- 
tion of how they are delivered — 
and here the midwives have 
enlisted the passionate support of 
many of the "consumers." 

Because of the shortage of 
obstetricians after midwives were 
banned, American maternity care 
concentrated on hospital rather 
than home births, on the' grounds 
that doctors’ time was used more 
efficiently and the surroundings 
were cleaner, safer and better 
equipped for emergencies. 

However, in the process it has 
become . virtually Impossible for a 
woman wanting a home birth to 
find a doctor to assist ber, while the - 
“normal" hospital birth has been 
transformed into a costly, drug- 
and technology-controlled process 


congenital deformity and intellec- 
tual retardation among these 
groups. 

A pfofessor at the Institute of 
Medical Sciences blames suefa 
marriages for the 10 million 
Chinese suffering from congenital 
disorders. 

WESTERN SPECIALISTS are less 
certain of the need to legislate for 
"better children." Even cousin 
marriage, one authority Indicates, 
when practised for many 
generations in countries such as in 
Saudi Arabia, need not result in un 
fit children and may produce well 
endowed ones. 

The ethical question. In the West 
at least, is where to draw the line 
between "favourable" and “un 
favourable" characteristics — and 
who does the choosing. 

The Chinese recognize that the 
social impact of the new marriage 
regulations Is likely to be con 
siderable. The new draft law 
therefore contains supplementary 
articles which take into account 
“the actual conditions prevailing 
among the minority nationalities." 

And a Peking physician reminded 
a panel at the National People's 
Congress that single children will 
have to shoulder an unprecedented 
burden in a society which expects 
the young to care for their elderly 
parents.

which, its opponents declare, has 
stripped mothers of all sense of 
dignity, humanity and active par- 
ticipation. 

Quite apart from its dehumanized 
treatment of women, the system Is 
hard to defend for Its safety record. 
Compared with perinatal mortality 
rates in other industrialized coun- 
tries. American maternal and in 
tant death rates are alarmingly 
high. 

Equally disturbing is the high 
number of children bom with brain 
damage, which the system's critics 
say is the direct result of In 
discriminate and insensitive in- 
tervention with drugs, forceps and 
surgery. 

A WELL-TRIED method of hitting 
the physician where It hurts is to 
sue him (97 per cent of baby doctors 
are male). The result Is “defensive 
medicine," motivated primarily by 
a desire to avoid malpractice 
liability. 

In maternity care, this means 
performing a Caesarian section at 
the slightest possibility of com- 
plications during birth. A director 
at New York’s Maternity Centre 
Association estimates that In some 
New York hospitals, half of all con- 
finements are delivered by 
Caesarian. 

Because of a “radical" belief in 
mothers' rights, hospital midwives 
have become notorious for insubor- 
dination. and during the past 10 
years a quarter have moved Into 
the private sector, where they have 
more chance of "helping the 
mother, hot the doctor," as one 
midwife puts it 

She now works in one of a number 
of "birth centres" which have been 
established recently. Sometimes at- 
tached to hospitals, these centres 
are usually staffed by midwives 
with back-up care by consultant 
physicians, and aim to provide a 
more informal environment, along 
with proper medical facilities, for 
the normal delivery. 

The birth centres were im- 
mediately popular with the public, 
but have been persistently attacked 
by the medical authorities. Mrs. P. 
Farley, president of the Birth Cen- 
tre at New York's Maternity Centre 
Association, says: "The opposition 
has been so unreasonable, so un- 
scientific that, we can only believe it 
Is emotionally based. 

"Safety is always used as the ex- 
cuse for opposition to birth centres, 
but so far there has not been a shred 
of evidence on that side. There are 
many other reasons for the opposi- 
tion, and most of them are 
economic." 

A confinement at the New York 
Birth Centre costs fS20, little more 
than the obstetrician's fee alone for 
a hospital birth.

AT AROUND noon on most 
Tuesdays, the cx-king of the 
Wutunnia takes up his position out- 
side a Nairobi cinema as he 
prepares to hold court for some of 
his still- loyal subjects. 

King Kigcri is well over six foot, 
and the shock of hair over his 
forehead makes him seem even 
toiler. He was the last ruler of the 
Tutsi population in Rwanda until he 
had to flee in 1959, when his people 
became a target for wholesale 
slaughter by the majority Bahutu 
people, who also live in Rwanda. 

The Watussi, or Tutsi as they are 
better known in East Africa, have 
suffered persecution ever since the 
start of the 1960s, when they lost 
their dominant position as 
overlords of the feudal state of 
Rwanda, which the Germans ruled 
until they lost World War I. 

The Belgians then took over 
trusteeship of Rwanda and 
neighbouring Burundi until the two 
countries attained Independence In 
1962. 

For centuries, the tall and 
statcly-looking Tutsi pastoralists 
regarded themselves as the 
aristocrats of the region and claim- 
ed to be directly descended from 
the ancient Egyptians who had liv- 
ed thousands of kilometres to the 
north. 

The Tutsi held undisputed sway 
over the headwaters of the White 
Nile in their twin kingdoms of 
Rwanda and Burundi, then 
Ruanda-Urundi. occupying the 
maze of hills and valleys in the 
volcanic highlands to the west of 
Lake Victoria. 


THERE’S A fine fuss going on in a 
district of London just now because 
the walls in some new apartment 
blocks are so thin the people in them 
can’t hiccup, cough, swear or make 
love without all the neighbours 
hearing them. 

The local authority, who put up 
the apartments, can’t think what to 
do — short of issuing ear-plugs and 
ensuring, by a team of Itinerant in- 
spectors, that they are worn at all 
times (so you would then have to 
communicate with the family by 
writing things down on bits of 
paper). They might pull down the 
blocks, double the thickness of the 
walls or give the apartments only to 
the geriatric deaf; but none of these 
Is an economic proposition. 

Meanwhile all over England peo- 
ple are licking their lips at what 
they think all these lucky 
neighbours are hearing. The more

King without 
a country

THEIR RULE was absolute and 
autocratic. Although only a minori- 
ty tribe, they owned all the wealth, 
especially the enormous herds of 
cattle, and they were ruthless 
towards those they regarded as in- 
feriors. especially the stocky Bantu 
cultivators, the Hutu, and the tiny 
Twa pygmy community living deep 
In the forests. Punishment for defy- 
ing the authority of the Tutsi kings 
was severe. 

When the Germans came to this 
part of Africa In the middle of the 
19th century, they found It con- 
venient to rule through the medium 
of the Tutsi monarchs. taking a leaf 
from the manual of the British ad- 
ministrator. Lord Lugard, an ~.d- 
vocate of the principle of "indirect 
rule’" 

The Belgians continued the in- 
direct rule system until the Tutsi 
were stirred by the first breezes of 
the "winds of change" and began 
talking about independence from 
white colonial rule. 

At once, the Belgians panicked. 
Turning for support to the servile 
Hutu, the Belgians reminded them 


that they constituted the majority 
and. if true democracy were to 
come to Rwanda and Burundi, they 
should be the rulers. 

Soon blood was flowing down the 
maze of streams filling the Kagera. 
River basin at the very source of 
the White Nile. Terrified Rwanda 
Tutsi fled with their long-horned 
cattle over the mist-shrouded hills 
Into Uganda and into what was then 
the Kivu province of the Belgian 
Congo, as well as south, into less 
troubled Burundi. 

Powerless to stop what they may 
have unwittingly started, the 
Belgians watched aghast as the 
Hutu took revenge against their 
former oppressors and a massacre 
of Immense proportions began. 

SUCH WAS the scene when King 
Kigeri fled into Uganda and made 
his way to exile In Kenya. 
Meanwhile, the Tutsi in Burundi 
closed ranks, swollen by refugees 
from Rwanda. The Hutu there bid- 
ed their time. 

Thirteen years later, when the 
Hutu in Burundi, too, rose against

thr Tutsi elite and executed their 
king, a fierce inter- tribal battle 
hegnn that was to rage for months, 
culminating in slaughter on a scale 
seldom seen, even in Africa. 

The defeated Hutu fled vn mu/me 
over the hills into Tanzania and ex- 
ile. But many never made it and the 
death toll is estimated at between 
60.000 and 100,000, or even more. 

Charges of genocide were levell- 
ed against the Burundi govern- 
ment, dominated still by Tutsi, and 
relations between the two former 
kingdoms were strained to break- 
ing point. With the Hutu In control in 
Rwanda and the Tutsi still ruling in 
Burundi. 

Each feared invasion by the 
other, and in the Rwandese capital 
of Kigali the Hutu rulers prepared 
to repel attacks from an exile army 
of Tutsi. When this eventually 
came, the invading exiles managed' 
to penetrate almost to the capital 
itself before they were driven back 
— and once more retribution 
against the remaining Tutsi In 
Rwanda was swift and savage. 

It has lasted until today, with the 
few surviving Tutsi managing to 
stay alive by marrying into Hutu 
society. 

In spite of long-term attempts at 
resettling the exiles in other coun- 
tries. the Tutsi in Uganda, Kenya, 
Zaire and elsewhere still long for 
their beloved hills and valleys, but 
the government in Kigali is firmly 
set against the return of any of the 
exiles, and the delicate situation in 
Burundi is no more conducive to 
Hutu wishing to return there. ■ 
(London Observer Service)

ject's courses. Once this commit- 
ment was secured, the programme 
was under way. 

After\a therapeutic conversation 
with each candidate, the social 
workers pay her family a visit. Ef- 
forts arc made to Involve her fami- 
ly and boyfriend th the project. In 
order to eliminate possible 
pressures against the candidate's 
studies. 

"Most of our students stopped 
studying long ago. mainly due to 
the influence of their families, who 
see in them domestic help and dis- 
courage them from getting in- 
volved In society or studies. Some 
of these women took to the streets, 
others were held responsible for all 
the: household chores.” Yif at says. 

The project’s workers make a 
"deal" with the woman's family, 
explaining to them the importance 
of the courses. “We promise the 
families that the woman's home 
will not be harmed by the project. It 
is essential to persuade the 
woman’s father, brother, or 
whoever is standing in the way of 
her joining the project, that it is es- 
sential to her,” TiTst adds. 

The programme begins with 
three months of training in general 
studies, including Hebrew, 
citizenship, English, grammar, 
arithmetic and the ' basics of 
technology and clerical work, in ad- 
dition to wider studies in literature, 
fashion, design, cosmetics and 
domestic science. 

These three months serve as a 
trial period for the candidates, who 
learn to adjust to a framework of 
studies, homework and punctuality. 
So tar. Yirat reports, the dropout 
rate' Is almost zero. The 
overwhelming majority of the par- 
ticipants "graduate" into the 
vocational courses. 

The courses include basic elec- 
tronics skills, technical clerical 
work, genera] office work, dental 
assistance and other skills. All are 
given by the vocational training 
division and professions are

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recognized by the army and Labour 
and Social Affairs Ministry. 

The women choose their vocation 
freely, on the basis of discussions 
during the three-month training 
period. During the preparation and 
training the social workers main- 
tain close contact, including In- 
dividual and group therapy, with 
each student, to help her choose a 
suitable profession and understand 
Its requirements. 

So far, one group of women has 
successfully completed the courses 
and joined the armed forces. The 
second group, numbering some 70 
women, is now enrolled in five 
vocational courses at Jaffa's 
Mishlav school. Beersheba’s Araal 
school. Rehovot'a AroaJ and Klry&t 
Gat’s ORT. 

The classes are held in the mor- 
ning and evening bourn, for the con- 
venience of the women, who may 
have other responsibilities at home. 
Usually, the morning classes are 
attended by women who have not 
studied for many years and have 
never worked before. The evening 
classes are attended by those who 
work as cleaners and child nurses. 

“The aura of self-worth inherent 
in having a profession is the best in- 
centive there Is. Even those women 
who lose some of their initial 
motivation during the training 
period, come with renewed 
eagerness to the study courses,” 
Yirat says, noting that, according 
to a special agreement with the ar- 
my. the women are drafted Im- 
mediately after the nine-month 
study course. 

The project workers, currently 
involved In recruiting a third group 
of students, axe making intensive 
efforts to spread information of the 
vocational opportunities in com- 
munities throughout the country. 
Social workers have been asked to 
advise families of the programme, 
and employment bureau officials 
refer to project staff women who 
lack experience but seek work. 

"We want to catch these women 
even before they reach the c&ll-up 
offices, where they may declare 


that they’re religious, to get out of 
military service — And many tend 
to do so nowadays," Ylf'at says. 

So far the project has mobilized 
women even from religious 
backgrounds, and many others who 
were not at all sure that they 
wanted to serve In the army. 

During the courses, the women 
meet others of similar backgrounds 
and gain confidence when they see 
that they are not alone In their 
predicament. The determination to 
fight against their disadvantage is 
contagious, and the courses provide 
a supportive and encouraging 
framework. 

Courses in group dynamics teach 
these women, who have until now 
dropped out of every framework 
they joined, to overcome everyday 
problems on the job. such as ex- 
ploitation by the boss, for Instance. 

“They suddenly see that there is 
another way; that something can 
be done In case of trouble; that 
other people run into the same 
problems they do and there is a 
solution,” explains Yif'at. 

Some women arrived afraid and 
closed to the courses; they had 
never made real contact with the 
outside world before. But the 
meeting with other women opened 
them up. and they made new 
friends. Others had to keep their 
studies a secret from their 
boyfriends, but a few months later, 
those same boyfriends came to pick 
them up after classes. The project 
had lost its stigma. 

One woman refused to wear the 
school’s uniform to school — but In- 
sisted on wearing it 'around her 
neighbourhood, in the afternoon. It 
made her feel that proud, Yirat 
recalls. Another, who worked dur- 
ing the day as a house cleaner, used 
to beam with pleasure when she put 
on the white cloak of the electronics 
lab. 

Bank Leumi’s steering com- 
mittee, appointed to supervise the 
project, consults with Yif'at at 
every stage of the programme, 
equips the laboratories and offers 
help wherever needed. The Yovel- 
Fund allotted IS800.000 to the pro- 
ject, linked to the cost-of-living in- 
dex in autumn 1979. At the moment, 
the programme is not nearly filled 
to capacity and its organizers ar> % 
hoping that hundreds of additional 
women will join its ranks.

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The electrical way of 

killing pains and aches

To "forget” your aches and pains, 
you can: (1) take a pain-killing 
tablet or injection, such as an 
analgesic or anodyne; ( 2 ) sit 
yourself down amid some alluring 
natural surroundings such as you'd 
find on the banks of Lake Kinneret; 
or (3) get a Neurogar 
transcutaneous ( through- th e-skln) 
electrical nerve stimulator. 

Neurogar is not a gadget. It is a 
genuine piece of medical in- 
strumentation. in use at auch 
hospitals and dinks as Hadraaah 
in Jerusalem. Soroka in Beeraheba, 
Ram bam In Haifa, Sheba In Tel 
Aviv, Sharon in Petah Tikva and 
Yosephthal in Eilat. Other users — 
besides thousands of chronic pain 
sufferers — are a string of private 
physicians and physiotherapists. 

Developed by a doctor and bio- 
medical engineer at the Hadassah 
Medical Centre In Jerusalem, the 
Neurogar system is manufactured 
by Agar Electronics Company, a 
small firm located on the banks of 
the Kinneret, at Kibbutz Ginossar. 

In a recent Interview at Agar's 
■Tel Aviv offices, managing director 
Benny Hermonl told The Jerusalem 
Post : "For years, our company has 
been producing electrical connec- 
tors. electronic Irrigation con- 
trollers, rotary switches and other 
items built around the output of our 
two sister plants engaged in 
metalworking and injection 
moulding of plastics. 

"Then, about four years ago, .we 
decided to enter the fast-growing 
medical equipment Held. We chose 
to begin with a brand-new elec- 
tronic nerve stimulator developed 
by Professors Tannenbaum and 
M agar a at Hadassah. 

"Their Neurogar development 
coincided with the evolution of other 
TENS (Transcutaneous electrical 
nerve stimulators) In the U.S. But, 
obviously the market for non-drug 
pain killing aids la a growing one. 


Despite our relatively small size 
and limited promotional clout, we 
succeeded in selling 4,000 units this 
year compared with 2,000 -in 1879 
and fewer than a thousand the year 
before. Perhaps more people are 
becoming fearful of the possibly 
harmful effects of drug accumula- 
tion In their bodies." 

Pain is defined as the warning the 
body receives that something has 
gone wrong with its normal func- 
tioning. When a paln-ldlling drug la 
swallowed, it is carried along by the 
bloodstream and charged with 
blocking — and thus deadening — 
the nerve Impulse that is translated 
by the brain into pain. 

Like the pain-killing drug, 
Neurogar does not get at the root 
cause of the pain. What it does Is 
stop the pain signal from reaching 
the brain. 

This neutralization, according to 
reserchers, could be due to various 
phenomena. Perhaps the electrical 
pulses cause nerve endings at the 
pain site to exude a natural pain- 
deadening substance in the body. 

Another likelihood is that the 
body's own electrical Impulses, 
gone haywire because of the pain, 
are "corrected” by Neurogar's 
pulsations. 

Hermonl said: "We soon learned 
that the nature of medical in- 
strumentation is such that 
traditional manufacturing 
philosophies had to be discarded. 
This Is a real race. In the past four 
years we have had to update and 
improve our Neurogar four times! 
In April we introduced Neurogar 
IV." 

First, it was discovered that 
different types of pain respond to 
different rates of electrical pulsa- 
tion. So additional "channels” were 
added to the original Neurogar, to 
provide different pulsation paces. 

Another improvement has been 
the introduction of ‘‘modulation." 
This affords the user the sensation 
of being physically massaged while 
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Hie pain relieving electrode pads of a Neurogar In use for a 
patient suffering from "tennis elbow'* (left) and chronic shoulder 
pain (right). 


Insurance rates up on Gulf shipping 


BAHRAIN (AP). — The heavy 
fighting between Iran and Iraq is 
likely to produce steep increases on 
war risk Insurance rates for oil 
shipped through the Persian Gulf 
and could even shut down all tanker 
ship movement out of the oil-rich 
area, industry sources said Tues- 
day. 

Increased insurance rates, which 
the sources said appear imminent, 
would probably be passed on to 


purchasers and eventually to con- 
sumers. 

“If the fighting escalates, the 
current Insurance premium of 8 per 
cent may very well he Increased to 
25 per cent,” said an official of the 
Gray Mackenzie shipping company 
here.

And ongoing miniaturization of all 
electronic components has brought 
each version of Neurogar down a 
size from Its predecessor. The latest 
one, which fits Into your palm and 
weighs just over 200 grama, 
resembles a miniature cassette 
tape recorder, and comes ' In a 
carrying case that also holds the at- 
tachments. These Include the elec- 
trode pads, a “pain locator" elec- 
trode, lead wires, a tube of conduc- 
tive jelly (to ensure close contact of 
the pain-relieving electrode pads to 
the body) and a roll of adhesive 
tape. There is also a battery 
charger, which Is optional equip- 
ment. 

The current price here of a 
Neurogar system with modulation 
is 1312,862, including VAT. To 
purchase one a note from a doctor is 
required. 

Approximately three-quarters of 
Agar's Neurogara are exported, 
most of them to North America and 
Australia. Britain used to be the 
biggest market for Neurogar in the 
European area, said Hermonl.

Tills compact diagnostic instru- 
ment incorporates a memory disc 
with the patient's medical history, a 
video monitor and a Polaroid 
camera. The patient Is examined by 
placing a probe an the breast. 
Within seconds the Mammoscan 
produces a display that shows the 
doctor whether a growth or other 
obstruction is producing variations 
In the normal reflection of elec- 
tronic signals being transmitted 
through the breast.

The updated budget is 38 per cent 
bigger than the original budget, and 
112 per cent bigger, nominally, than 


the 1879 budget On the revenue 
side, the budget is predicated on 
collection of 45 per cent more in in- 
come taxes (as compared with a 38 
per cent increase in the total 
budget), but only 15.5 per cent more 
from value added tax, and virtually 
no change — signifying a decrease 
in real terms — in other indirect 
taxes, such as customs duties, and 
purchase tax. 

The Treasury also expects that 
revenue from the employers tax, 
which originally was expected to- br- 
ing in IS1.37b.. will yield 132.55b. — 
nearly twice as much as budgeted in 
the beginning of the year. 

Informed sources doubt the 


rCAlism of these revenue estimates. 
And consider them an attempt to 
reduce the visible size of the budget 
deficit. If these revenue estimates 
ore not realised, these sources say, 
the actual budget deficit may well 
be IS2b. larger than provided for In 
the budget, and total IS7.5-8b. 

The same sources also point out 
that the updated budget Includes 
ISi2.lb. in domestic loans — some 
51 per cent more than foreseen in 
the original budget. This amount in- 
cludes ZSS.lb. from National In- 
surance, which is 13480m. less than 
originally expected. The money to 
be raised from government bonds 
and other domestic loans Is 
therefore now estimated at nearly 
twice as much as in the original 
budget.

The college has graduated 700 
students over the past decade, 
Shenkar president Gad Alon said. 
At present, 300 students are enroll- 
ed and another 2,000 attend 
Shenkar-sponsored courses 
throughout the country. 

The knitting industry last year 
exported $150m. worth of goods to 
60 countries, Alon said. It currently 
employs more than 30,000 workers.

"THE POLICE must now prove their grave charges," an ’aide to 
Aharon Abuhatzelra, the minister for religious affairs, was 
quoted in this newspaper as having said in reply to a reporter’s 
query. 

So indeed they must. The suspicions (not really charges) of 
graft and corruption in the ministry of religious affairs are not 
confined to the person of Mr. Abuhatzelra, but they plainly cen- 
tre on him; and they also extend back to Mr. Abuhatzeira's 
tenure as mayor of Rami a. The preliminary investigation is 
now over: and although it should preferably have been con 
ducted away from the headlines, this was impossible in a situa 
tion where bulky cartons of files had to be removed in the open 
from the ministry’s premises, and where political pressures had 
to be resisted for a premature closure of the probe. 

Yet no harm was done during that preliminary inquiry to Mr. 
Abuhatzelra that he could not now successfully repair by rebut- 
ting the suspicions, and by proving that there is no case against 
him after all. Or for that matter that the case, if brought to 
court, will not stand up. 

The minister, like any other citizen, is not, of course, 
obligated to “cooperate" with the -police in his own in- 
terrogation: it is a common misconception, fostered by the 
police, that it is somehow a violation of the law for a citizen to 
decline to answer police questions. Mr, Abuhatzeira is perfectly 
entitled to stay silent, as his aide suggested he would In fact do. 

In any case, however, it would be absolutely odious of him to 
keep his seat In the cabinet. It is unthinkable that what is re- 
quired of any lowly official should not also be expected of a 
cabinet minister, even if there is no specific legal provision to 
that effect. 

From all the evidence, Mr. Abuhatzeira is planning to do the 
unthinkable. He will not resign his post, nor even take a leave of 
absence, as Premier Yitzhak Rabin did in 1977 following the dis- 
closure of a relatively minor offence. For his part, Premier 
Begin will apparently do nothing to encourage Mr. Abuhatzeira 
to follow the Rabin example. Both of them are determined, it 
seems, to limit their Interpretation of the imperative of public 
morality to the formula ''Innocent until proven guilty." 

Whether the minister for religious affairs is or is not guilty 
can only be decided by a court of law. But in the eyes of the 
public at large, Mr. Abuhatzeira's aggressive tactics of self- 
righteousness are not doing him much good. The same is true of 
the fraudulent charges of an anti-religious and, especially, anti- 
Sephardi conspiracy, again levelled by Mr. Abuhatzeira's 
organized NRP supporters this week, and again with his own 
open approval. 

The “ethnic lobby," which Mr. Begin decried on one occasion 
earlier this month, is growing strong, and the premier has done 
nothing more to induce it to close down. The damnable lie this 
“lobby" is seeking to spread can only boomerang against the 
public it presumes to represent; and against Mr. Abuhatzeira 
himself. - 

Fortunately for Mr. Abuhatzeira, the country's police are in 
all likelihood forceful enough and Its courts independent enough 
to be unaffected by this controversy. 


The charter challenge 


DURING the holiday season that Is drawing to a close, a good 
many Israelis managed to take a trip abroad thanks to the 
sharply reduced fares introduced by the charter flight 
organizations. Not a few of the travellers would have made the 
journey on a regular flight had there been no option, but were 
glad to save the money by doing it more cheaply, even if it 
meant longer waiting-time in unfamiliar foreign airports. 

There Is a price to pay for these benefits. Israel's national air- 
line El A1 is saddled with a deficit which some say runs Into nine 
figures — in dollars. What can be done about that? 

A number of solutlpns exist. One is to keep the charters flying 
and let El A1 go broke. This, however, is unthinkable : a country 
in Israel's (political and security) situation cannot do without a 
national carrier. 

Another solution is to subsidize El Al. But if El A1 cannot make 
a living on the Israeli run without a subsidy because of the 
charter flight competition how can the other scheduled airlines? 
They — TWA, Lufthansa, Swissair, Air France, British Airways 
and others — may well be compelled to slash the number of 
their flights. 

If they reduce their flights, a corresponding number of I 
landing-rights are liable to be denied to El Al in their own coun- 
tries. 

Which brings us to a third possible solution, the one favoured 
by the Transport Ministry: to limit the number of Israelis that 
foreign-based charters (as opposed to Israel-based ones) may 
take aboard. 

El Al would like these “mixed flights" banned altogether. The 
ministry's compromise will at least allow foreign charter com- 
panies with part-full planes to fill empty seats, thus encouraging 
them to make flights that might otherwise have been cancelled. 

Ell Al for Its part would not be able to revert to the old practice 
of fixing fares to each country in cahoots with the scheduled air- 
line of that country. It would have to offer prices which are at 
least comparable' with foreign charter prices, because an ap- 
preciable number of Israelis would still be travelling that way 
under the new system. 

In other words, under the Transport Ministry scheme El Al 
could expect only marginal relief from the , competitive 
pressures it has been facing. But since the national carrier grew 
obese and inefficient under the former IATA-controlled cartel 
system, this modified competitive challenge from charters 
should help in whipping the airline Into shape again — and still 
leave adequate opportunity for El Al and the other scheduled 
airlines. to flourish.

WOMEN hold few leadership posts 
in organized labour In the U.S., par- 
tially because of "discrimination 
and benign neglect," the Coalition 
of Labor Union Women reports. 

The report, part of a survey 
financed by the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation. said union leadership 
positions at local, state and national 
levels "are sUU held almost entire- 
ly by men." 

No woman heads any of the 104 
unions affiliated with the AFL-CIO. 
America's principal trade union 
organisation, and only a handful 
serve on governing bodies, even 
though 30 per cent of the union 
workforce are women, the report 
said. 
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CHAIM HERZOG, a former ambassador to the United 
Nations, explains why this country should be conducting- 
an international public opinion campaign during the 
General Assembly meeting. 
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IT HAS BECOME commonplace 
for the Israeli public to be notified 
in advance of every UN General 
Assembly meeting that "this time. 
Israel faces the toughest General 
Assembly so far." 

In general, these progno- 
stications are correct, and 
there is ho reason to doubt that It 
will be any. different this year. 
Things just go on getting tougher 
for us. 

This is not the first time we have 
been threatened with expulsion 
from the United Nations, and 
doubtless it will not be the last; but 
there seems to be a great deal of 
talk and speculation on this Issue 
which Ignores certain factors in the 
overall picture. 

There Is no talk, and can be no 
talk, about expelling Israel from 
the UN. A member nation cannot be 
either accepted or expelled by the 
UN without a vote in the Security 
Council, and the Western perma- 
nent members of the Security Coun- 
cil have made it perfectly clear on 
many occasions that they will veto 
any move to expel member nations. 
What is possible is for the General 
Assembly to refuse to accept a 
country's accreditation to it. 

In order to appreciate the issues 
involved, it Is well to understand 
the procedure. On the eve of the 
General Assembly, each nation 
attending presents to the UN 
secretary general a letter of ac- 
creditation, signed by Its foreign 
minister. This indicates who will be 
the five members of the delegation, 
the five alternates, and all the 
counsellors and attaches. 

These letters of accreditation are 
taken up by the Credentials' Com- 
mittee, which is appointed each 
year by the outgoing president of 
the Assembly. This year's com- 
mittee members were, In addition 
to the U.S., the Soviet Union and 
China, Angola, Costa Rica, Haiti, 
Kenya. Singapore and Spain. That 
this was a good composition from 
our point of view was proved on 
Monday, when the oommlttee 
recommended the acceptance of 
Israel's credentials. 

Until now, it has Invariably 
happened that after the com- ' 
mittee's report accepting all the 
credentials has been presented to 
the General Assembly, the Libyans 
and/or the Syrians have expressed 
their reservations about Israel, and 
that has concluded the matter. 
However, it is always theoretically 
possible for one country formally to 
propose that the Assembly reject 
the committee's findings in respect 
of any other country. 

Both in 1975 and 1976, there was a 
determined Arab attempt to dis- 
qualify Israel from taking Its seat, 
but on neither occasion did it 
succeed. The reason was that the 


position on such issues Is taken by 
the automatic majority at two con- 
ferences which precede the opening 
of the General Assembly — the 
OAU Summit Conference and the 
Non-Aligned Foreign Ministers' 
Conference. The more Important is 
the latter, which In reality sets the 
tone of the Assembly. 


ting a considerable amount of 
pressure and Influence. The UN 
permanent staff was suddenly fac- 
ed with a situation that could affect 
it adversely, and It reacted accor- 
dingly. 
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WHAT IS DISTURBING about the 
approach this year is sin attitude of 
passivity on the part of Israel In the 
light of possible developments. This 
does not mean that diplomatic steps 
have not been taken by Israel, and 
that the foreign minister has not 
made all the necessary represen- 
tations in Washington and 
elsewhere. But It seems to me that 
our situation now, with the serious 
erosion in our position inter- 
nationally. Is such that normal con- 
' ventlonai diplomatic moves are In- 
sufficient. 

The first of the two moves to sus- 
pend Israel from the General 
Assembly occurred in the year I 
took up my post in New York. It 
followed a ruling by the then presi- 
dent of the Assembly, Abdul Aziz 
Boutefllka, the foreign minister of 
Algeria, In respect of South Africa. 
He reversed an earlier presidential 
ruling that disallowing the creden- 
tials of a delegation did not prevent 
a country from taking Its seat in the 
Assembly. 

The Arab delegates regarded 
Boutefllka' s decision as their op- 
portunity to strike against Israel. 

In reply, Israel did not limit Itself 
to normal diplomatic activity, but 
mounted a major offensive, and 
even issued threats of its own. Two 
members of our UN mission, cover- 
ing South America, Africa and 
Asia, were dispatched to the Non- 
Aligned Foreign Ministers' 
Conference in Lima, Peru, with out- 
standing results. 

A public opinion campaign was 
initiated in every single country 
with which Israel has relations. 
When the U.S. media turned the 
matter into a major issue, many 
American organizations started at- 
tacking the UN. 

Furthermore, the late Ylgal 
Alton, then foreign minister, an- 
nounced that should Israel be ex- 
cluded from the General Assembly, 
he would recommend that the 
government order, out of Israel 
every single UN component station- 
ed in the country. Including 
UNRWA, the UNEF and UNDOF 
peace-keeping forces, and the UN 
headquarters and truce supervision 
organization, UNTSO. 

The United Nations may be only a 
function of Its membership, but the 
UN Secretariat and permanent 
staff does have a vested interest of 
its own, and in defence of that 
vested interest is capable of exer- 


THIS YEAR, it seems to me that 
there is room for similar action. 
The Non-Aligned- Foreign 
Ministers' Conference will take 
place at the end of this month in 
New York, and Its deliberations will 
undoubtedly be Influenced by the 
decision of the Islamic Foreign 
Ministers' Conference In Morocco 
to recommend the suspension of 
Israel. 

Accordingly, it Is essential that 
the possible sanctions facing the 
UN should it move against Israel be 
made clear well in advance and be 
such as to deter even those who are 
bound by the Morocco decision. A 
major campaign should be 
mounted In New York at the time of 
the Foreign Ministers' Conference 
by Israel, the American Jewish 
community and Israel's supporters 
In the Congress, In which It should 
be made quite clear to the UN what 
damage would accrue from 
precipitate action against Israel. 

This Is a bi-partisan, national 
issue, and petty considerations of 
party or prestige should be put 
aside. This is a time when 
American Jewry should be fully 
mobilized with a view to influencing 
the UJS. Congress to Insist that a 
withdrawal of the Israeli delegation 
would mean a withdrawal of the 
U.S. delegation, and also a suspen- 
sion of the U.S. contribution to the 
UN. 

America's withdrawal from the 
International Labour Organization 
for a period of two years, with Its 
effect on the ILO's budget and ac- 
tivities, was sufficient to return 
that body to its senses. 

The U.S. contribution to the UN Is 
25 per cent of the total budget, that 
of the entire free, democratic 
world, some 60 per cent of the total 
As opposed to this, the total con- 
tribution of the ‘ oil-rich Arab 
delegations Is approximately 1 per. 
cent of the budget. Therefore, the 
U.S. has every right and duty to 
make its voice heard and to warn 
the UN In the most unequivocal 
manner what will be the result of a 
step against Israel. 
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FOR THIS PURPOSE, U.S. public 
opinion must be aroused. If Israel 
had at its disposal on Information 
organization worthy of the name 
and with the necessary resources, 
full page advertisements explain- 
ing the Issue to the people of 
America would have been appear- 
ing in the major U.S. newspapers 
since the opening of the UN 
Assembly last week. This would 


have placed the UN, and also tic 
UN's supporters in tie U.S., on the- 
defenslve, rather than the reverse, 
which is the case today. When the 
U.S. taxpayer learns that ap- .. 
proximately 9000,000 (It was $380,- 
000 In 2977) goes merely to printing 
In the verbatim reports, the 
repetitive Arab, Third World and 
Communist diatribes against Israel 
lir the General: Assembly, theh- 
perfaaps there may be second 1 
thoughts about the U.S. contribu-. 
tion to the UN budget. 

Further, the Government of 
Israel should now notify 'all UN - 
organizations that the moment 
Israel is excluded from the General - 
Assembly, they will be obliged' to 
withdraw from Israel and from all • 
territory controlled by her. Thia ia 
not a time for wishy-washy, polite' 
diplomacy. It is a Time for clear, on- . 
equivocal talk. 

As things stand how, the. Arabs 
will not go into action untik after the 
U.S. elections.. Then, after 
November 15. when the secretary- 
general Is supposed to report -on 
whether [or not Israel -has 
withdrawn from the territories and 
East Jerusalem, they will mount a 
renewed offensive, which could in- 
clude a demand for the exclusion of 'V 
Israel from the Assembly. They . ; 
will introduce, an extreme resolu- 
tion containing a call for sanctions 
against us. 

The Arabs are encouraged to , 
press for such a resolution because - 
of the weak U.S. abstention In the 
Security. Council debate-on- 
Jerusalem some months ago. From 
the Assembly, after a resounding 
vote, they will return to the Securf- 
ty Council. 

It is therefore incumbent- upon 
Israel to mount its own major offen- 
sive for U.S. public opinion today, 
before the elections, and to 
endeavour to obtain Congressional 
commitment or “spirit of the • 
Congress" resolutions which would ,. 
commit the administration even
